Cougars  earn  NCAA  invitation 
after  decisive  Saturday  victory

Revenge  was  sweet  for  BYU  when  the  Cougars 
routed  the  Utah  Utes  95-76  in  the  Marriott  Cen¬ 
ter  Saturday  afternoon. 

In  the  wake  of  the  decisive  win,  BYU  —  who 
finished  the  season  with  22  wins  and  six  losses  — 
Sunday  was  invited  to  the  NCAA  regional  tour¬ 
nament  at  Rhode  Island  later  this  week. 

The  23,106  fans  who  roared  throughout  Satur¬ 
day’s  game  were  treated  to  what  seemed  like  two 
contests  instead  of  one.  The  first  ended  after  20 
minutes  of  play,  with  Utah  on  top  46-41. 

The  Utes  dominated  the  first  half  of  play, 
rarely  missing  the  basket  and  shooting  a 
remarkable  68  percent  from  the  field.  They 
scored  early,  leading  the  Cougars  at  one  point  10- 
0  and  then  keeping  a  comfortable  lead  for  most  of 
the  half. 

But  in  the  second  game,  or  rather  the  second 
half,  the  Utes  lost  their  steam  and  BYU  surged 
into  the  lead.  This  time  around,  Utah  could  only 
score  only  one  basket  for  every  three  attempts. 

And  when  those  attempts  failed,  one  of  the 
BYU  big  men  under  the  boards  grabbed  the 
rebound  and  sent  it  down  for  a  fast  break  to  the 
Cougar  basket,  where  32  points  were  scored  in  the 
last  ten  minutes. 

When  the  final  buzzer  sounded,  the  BYU 
Cougars,  who  finished  third  in  the  WAC,  had 
routed  the  9th  ranked  Utah  Utes  by  19  points. 


“We  belong  in  third  place,  and  we  accept 
that,”  said  Coach  Frank  Arnold.  “But  nobody 
can  tell  us  we  aren’t  as  good  as  Utah  and  Wyom¬ 
ing.” 

It  was  the  last  home  game  for  Danny  Ainge, 
and  he  made  it  count.  The  All-American  drib¬ 
bled  circles  around  the  Utes,  and  scored  35  points 
at  the  same  time. 

The  other  Cougars  also  provided  crucial  play¬ 
ing.  Fred  Roberts  added  21  points,  10  rebounds 
and  even  compiled  10  assists  for  the  Cougars. 

A  coaching  change  gave,  the  job. of  defending 
All-American  Danny  Vranes  to  Steve  Trumbo, 
and  he  managed  well  —  holding  Vranes  to  only 
four  field  goals.  Trumbo  also  pulled  down  13 
rebounds  and  scored  eight  points. 

Greg  Kite  added  10  points  and  nine  rebounds. 
Timo  Saarelainen  played  the  guard  role  during 
part  of  the  game  when  Craig  was  benched  with 
foul  trouble.  He  finished  with  11  points. 

Utah’s  Tom  Chambers  took  charge  for  the 
Utes,  by  scoring  27  points  and  taking  10 
rebounds. 

Fouls  late  in  the  game  could  have  hurt  the 
Cougars  —  Kite,  Saarelainen  and  Craig  all 
struggled  with  fouls  and  all  eventually  fouled 
out.  But  it  never  seemed  to  hurt  BYU*  because 
all  eight  players  that  saw  action  kept  up  the 
Cougar  pace.

Ainge  meets  challenge 
with  35-point  barrage

Danny  Ainge  felt,  he  had 
something  to  prove  in  the  final  game 
against  Utah.

Charges  against  Decker/Stephens  for  alleged 
campaign  violations  have  been  dropped  due  to 
lack  of  witnesses,  according  to  Mark  Griffin, 
ASBYTJ  attorney  general. 

Griffin  indicated  Judy  Mestas,  of  the 
Miner/Mestas  presidential  team  which  was 
defeated  in  primary  balloting,  originated  the 
complaint  against  Decker/Stephens. 

“Judy’s  reasons  for  not  coming  to  court  tonight 
were  insufficient,”  said  Griffin  Saturday.  He 
stated  he  had  talked  to  Miss  Mestas  and  she  had 
given  no  reason  for  failing  to  appear  at  the  trial. 
Miss  Mestas  simply  decided  not  to  testify,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Griffin. 

There  were  also  two  other  witnesses  who  had 
previously  said  they  were  willing  to  testify,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Griffin. 

The  two  other  witnesses  also  decided  not  to 


testify,  said  Griffin,  and  he  indicated  there  were 
some  indications  of  coercement  among,  the  three 
witnesses. 

The  case  against  Decker/Stephens  was  sub¬ 
stantial,  according  to  Griffin,  and  he  indicated 
some  disappointment  that  the  charges  had  to  be 
dropped  without  a  trial. 

“Judy  was  all  for  testifying  against  Decker  and 
Stephens  when  she  was  in  the  race,”  said  Griffin. 
He  also  said  Miss  Mestas  acknowledged  she  had 
met  with  the  others  involved. 

Decker/Stephens  earlier  pleaded  no  contest  to 
charges  of  illegally  distributing  graphic  materials 
outside  specified  areas  and  campaigning  in 
academic  buildings  without  instructor  consent. 
They  were  appealed  to  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court  Thursday  night  and  a  mistrial  was 
declared. 

The  case  was  to  be  tried  by  the  Commons 
Court  again  Saturday  at  7  p.m.,  but  no  witnesses 
were  available,  said  Griffin. 


Members  of  the  Decker/Stephens  campaign 
explained  they  felt  they  had  built  a  good  case  and 
were  not  afraid  to  go  to  trial.  An  attorney  they 
had  working  for  their  defense  said  they  had  tried 
to  speak  to  the  witnesses  before  the  trial,  but  had 
been  unable  to  reach  them. 

Griffin  noted  the  Attorney  General’s  Office  was 
still  willing  to  pursue  the  charges  if  the  witnesses 
would  consent  to  testify.  He  also  stated  that 
because  of  this  incident  the  office  intended  to  be 
“very  very  harsh”  on  future  campaign  violators. 

Susan  Hollingsworth,  elections  committee 
chairwoman  said:  “We  had  people  who  felt  viola¬ 
tions  were  committed  by  a  presidential  team, 
and  were  willing  to  testify.  Those  people  changed 
their  minds  since  the  outcome  of  the  primaries 
were  announced. 

“We  think  it  is  unfortunate  they  didn’t  follow 
through  on  their  complaints.  I’m  very  disappoin¬ 
ted  they  all  backed  out.”

Judy  executed 


MICHIGAN  CITY,  Ind.  —  Steven  T.  Judy  was 
executed  in  Indiana’s  electric  chair  early  Monday 
for  murdering  a  young  mother  and  her  three 
small  children,  Department  of  Corrections 
spokesman  Tom  Hanlon  said. 

Earlier,  Judy  had  bid  a  tearful  farewell  to  his 
family  and  then  eaten  a  last  meal  of  prime  ribs 
and  lobster  tails  a  few  feet  from  the  electric  chair. 

He  had  resisted  efforts  to  avert  his  execution, 
saying  he  preferred  death  to  life  in  prison. 

Hanlon  said  that  during  the  late  afternoon 
Judy  was  moved  from  death  row  to  a  holding  cell 
at  the  Indiana  State  Prison.  The  cell  was  only  six 
paces  from  the  freshly  varnished  black  oak  elec¬ 
tric  chair,  which  was  blocked  from  the  condem¬ 
ned  man’s  view  by  a  curtain. 


Hijacked  airliner  lands  in  Syria 


DAMASCUS,  Syria  —  The  hijacked  Pakistani 
airliner  with  more  than  100  hostages  aboard  lan¬ 
ded  early  today  in  Damascus,  and  Syrian  and 
Pakistani  officials  negotiated  with  the  hijackers 
by  radio  from  the  control  tower  as  the  plane  was 
undergoing  maintenance  work  and  refueling, 
authorities  said. 

Syrian  officials  said  the  Pakistan  International 
Airlines  Boeing  720  touched  down  at  about  1:15 
a.m.  local  time  (6:15  p.m.  EST),  was  parked  in  a 
remote  area  of  the  international  airport  with  its 
doors  remaining  shut  and  was  not  approached  by 
security  police,  who  maintained  a  low  profile. 


Polish  workers  remember  riots 


WARSAW,  Poland  —  With  threatened  in¬ 
dustrial  strikes  two  days  away,  Polish  workers 
joined  thousands  of  students  at  the  University  of 
Warsaw  Sunday  to  commemorate  riots  that 
began  there  13  years  ago. 

The  common  front  was  in  stark  contrast  to  the 
1968  demonstrations,  when  police  recruited 
workers  to  help  quell  month-long  student  distur¬ 
bances  that  broke  out  March  8. 

A  spokesman  for  the  independent  labor  federa¬ 
tion  Solidarity,  meanwhile,  speculated  union 
leader  Lech  Walesa  would  meet  with  Premier 
Gen.  Wojciech  Jaruzelski  Monday.  The  report 
could  not  be  confirmed. 

If  it  takes  place,  the  meeting  would  be  the  first 
between  the  two  leaders  since  Jaruzelski  became 
premier  in  early  February. 


Library  thefts  high, 
police  officers  say 


of  goods  have  been 
stolen  from  campus  so 
far  this  year,  with  a 
large  portion  of  those 
occurring  in  the  library, 
according  to  BYU 
Security  Police. 

Only  one-third  of 
library  thefts  are  repor¬ 
ted,  said  Detective 
Michael  Colvin.  He  es¬ 
timated  thousands  of 
dollars  worth  of  books, 
calculators  and  various 
other  articles  are  stolen 
from  the  library  each 
year. 


The  recent  apprehen¬ 
sion  of  two  juveniles  by 
Colvin  has  also  helped 
decrease  thefts.  The 
youngsters  would  walk 
the  floor  looking  for 
open  packs  or  purses, 
Colvin  said.  They 
would  take  money  and 
other  valuables  and 
leave  the  containers  in 
garbage  cans.  It  is  not 
too  late  to  report  thefts, 
Colvin  added. 


“Students  could  stop 
almost  every  crime  that 
takes  place  just  by  us¬ 
ing  some  common 
sense,”  said  Detective 
Arnie  Lemmon.  “What 
do  they  expect?  Stu¬ 
dents  leave  expensive 
calculators,  wallets  and 
purses  full  of  money 
sitting  in  secluded 
carrels  and  tables,  un¬ 
attended  sometimes  for 
four  and  five  hours  at  a 
time,”  he  continued. 


No  day  is  sacred,  said 
Randy  Olsen,  assistant 
library  director.  Last 
Sunday,  an  unknown 
assailant  stole  a  num¬ 
ber  of  valuables  from 
the  geneology  depart¬ 
ment  in  the  library. 


A  possible  solution  to 
the  problem  would  be 
to  install  lockers 
throughout  the  library, 
Olsen  said.

'SHAKESPEARE  AND  THE  GOSPEL" 


The  five  supreme  poets  of  the  western  world  are  Homer,  Virgil,  Dante,  Shakespeare,  and  Goethe. 
They  are  so  because  the  breadth  and  depth  of  their  insight  into  humanity  comes  closer  to  the  gos¬ 
pel  than  any  other  writing  outside  the  Scriptures.  The  two  classical  writers  came  before  the  Meri¬ 
dian  of  Time  and  nevertheless  had  an  intuition  of  a  world  of  justice  and  peace.  The  other  three 
were  members  of  a  Christian  though  apostate  society.  Dante  had  the  most  intense  sense  of  Divine 
Providence;  Goethe  had  the  deepest  insight  into  divine  creation;  Shakespeare  was  the  most  sen¬ 
sitive  to  Divine  Grace. 


Reap  a  Rich  Reward 


In  his  histories,  Shakespeare  is  concerned  with  the  way  in  which  men  are  aspiring  unjustly  to 
power,  ruin  their  own  lives  and  that  of  a  nation.  The  king  represents  God  on  earth,  but  when  he  de¬ 


parts  from  the  ways  of  God  he  loses  God’s  grace.  Any  act  to  break  a  piece  of  the  kingdom  is  an 
unholy  act.  War  is  an  unmitigated  evil;  civil  war  is  peculiarly  horrible. 


In  his  earlier  comedies,  Shakespeare  is  handling  education  for  marriage.  Young  women  and  men 
had  to  educate  one  another  into  the  wisdom  and  sensitivity  needed  for  successful  marriage.  In  his 
later  comedies,  Shakespeare  becomes  more  concerned  with  the  evils  of  society— its  corruption, 
lawlessness,  and  hypocrisy.

The  same  theme  of  the  evil  of  society  is  carried  on  into  the  tragedies  and  the  later  plays.  Trage¬ 
dies  though  they  may  be,  in  these  plays  evil  destroys  itself  and  good  is  produced  from  it.  Death  is 
not  of  supreme  importance:  it  is  love. 


Having  stated  these  generalities,  we  are  still  left  that  the  supreme  importance  of  Shakespeare  lies, 
not  in  any  kind  of  generalization,  but  in  terms  of  individuals  and  their  fates.  These  individuals  are 
seen  above  all  against  the  background  of  their  families,  and  the  important  themes  are  those  of  es¬ 
trangement,  misunderstanding,  reconciliation,  forgiveness,  and  repentence.  What  goes  wrong  in 
one  generation  may  be  righted  in  the  next  and  by  the  next.

In  his  spare  time,  Eliot  A.  Butler, 
BYU  associate  academic  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  is  building  his  own  home. 

“I  believe  it’s  a  good  thing  to 
come  from  the  university  and  be 
able  to  use  both  head  and  hands,” 
he  said.  “We’ve  done  all  of  the 
cabinet  work  and  most  of  the  fur¬ 
niture.” 

During  a  free  weekend  in 
January,  Butler  said  his  family  was 
able  to  do  two  walls  of  a  room  with 
bookcases,  so  his  family  could  take 
their  books  out  of  boxes  and  put  on 
shelves.
